Rerous sea was running, Purser Molonald, 
Becond Officer Bain and three Japanese 
sailors voluoteered to make the attempt to 
reach Destruction Ieland in a small boat’ to 
telegraph to Port Townsend for ossistance, 
and after-much difficulty the ‘boat was 


launched, 

At noon Taesiay the steamship Bfineola, 
Captain Pillsbury, from Tacoma for San, 
Francisco, came in sight and offered its 
services, She was closely fullowed by the 
steamer Costa Rica. After agresing to 


leave the question ‘of compensation’ to be 
determined by' the courte, the ‘Mineola took 
the Strathnevis in tow at 4 o'clock, intending 
t go to Victoria, but the weather was not 
such as to warrant yossels going there. Juat 
aiter taking her in tow the hawsar parted, 
and the ship began ta drift in shore before 2 
freah weat wind. However, auother bawser 
was gotten on board, and the yoasel was 
brought to Port Townsend, : 

Os the day before the Strathnevis was 
taken in tow by. the Miowera, Captain Pattin 
and Moers, re bow steadily ahe 
was. driiting to the. suuthward, decided to 
head for Sau Francleco or some port in Cali- 
fornia. On the next day the Mowers bove 
in aight and the plan wes changed, © 

At various stages of the voyage everything 
indicated drifting continuously toward tho 
south which would bring the vessel into 
smooth water. Jn anticipation of thia Mr 
Howe, chief enginser, ond hia assistants, 
constracted a jury propeller, sight feet in 
diameter, built out of quarter inch plates, 
Tt was intended that the propeller should be 
bolted with twosty.ouesinoh atuda into the 
broken end uf the shaft, which befog almost 
square across, made the idea quite feasible, 
aud doubtless-would have. teen successfully: 
carried ont had tho weather moderated
